Bonneville County is located in eastern Idaho, bordering Wyoming.  It ranks 4th among Idaho counties in population and 15th
in area.  Over 32 sq. miles of the county are water.  The federal government owns about 52 percent of the county, including
the Idaho National Engineering and Environmental Laboratory a few miles west of the city of Idaho Falls.  The economy is
well diversified, with manufacturing, trade, services and government forming major components.  Annual average total civilian
employment grew over 17.8 percent from 1991 to 2001.  Major county employers include Bechtel BWXT Idaho, Melaleuca,
Inc., Columbia Eastern Idaho Regional Medical Center, Wal-Mart, Albertson’s, Inc., Center Partners, King B, Inc., the school
districts, Bonneville County government, City of Idaho Falls, and Qwest Communications.
